Among tho astronomers, now, I believe 


Iho phrase, "fixed stars," is obsolete, Al- 
most everything inovae, it Is found out. 


"No fixed, changeless stars there are," 


runs the poet's lino; and it appears to bo 
tiue. Even tho old asserted law of phi- 
losophy, that inertia is Ihe condition of 
matter, is in part overthrown by tho "at- 
omic theory of Lucretius, (which tho sci- 
entists of a lite day have all, or nearly 


all, I think, adopted. The atoms in the 
grauito quarries, according to Prof. Tyn- 
d all's interpretation of this theory, the 
poet of Science, are in constant action in
